% reign of his Majesty King Georoe the Fourth, intituled, 

•“ An Act for the better Administration of Justice on the Equity Side 4 c.ao 4 
of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland,” it was enacted, that there 
5 should bo issued and paid and j^a.yabic, during his good behaviour, to 
the Chief Remembrancer of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland for 
the time being, out of the Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom, 
the annual sum of Three thousand Pounds, Irish currency: 



And whereas it is expedient to make other provisions in respect of 
10 the Salary ofsuch Office ; 31 BC£ ft tDcwfove CltatlEh, by The QU EEN’s 
most Excellent Majesty, by and witli the Advice and Consent of 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Par- 
liament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, Til AT from the 
date of the resignation of the said office of Chief Reracmbi’ancer by the 
35 I^'ght honourable Anthony Richard Blake, the annual sum of Three 
thousand Pounds, Irish currency, payable to such officer under the said 
recited Act, shall cease to be so payable ; and that there shall be paid 
to every Chief Remembrancer for the time being, to be hereafter 
appointed, the salary ofl'-wo thousand Pounds per annum, British our- 
lency ; which salary shall be issued and paid out of and be charged.

Second Remembrancer of the said Court of Exchequer the salary 
of the said ofhee shall be reduced ; EE it therefore Enacted, That 
tliere shall be allowed to every Second Rcraombrancer of the said 
Court, hereafter to be appointed, a salary not exceeding One thousand 
Pounds per annum, wdiich salary shall he paid and payable in like 
manner and subject in all respects to the like provisions, conditions

““ssof Mejestj, Her heirs and successors, under the hereinbefore-recited Act 
moS™’ oftho fourth year, of the reign of King George the Fourth, is etn- 
I'cdmjeJ, powei'ed, after certain periods of service, to give and grant to any 
person who may have executed the office of Chief Remembrancer in
